He dots the pond-side, 
where the sun gleams, with peasant girls, mere little 
red touches. In his sun-gilt landscapes Diaz put such 
figures as otTered, by their costumes, a pretext for the 
wealth of his palette. From the Orient, as he passes 
through it, he only collects the remembrances of silky 
stufl's and golden embroideries, spreading forth their 
pride in the sun; from Italy he only preserves the 
method of the colorist Veronese, w’hom he often equals 
in the attractiveness, if not in the conception, of his 
work. As for mythology, it is merely his excuse for 
modelling in full impasto and in open daylight the 
nymphs and the Dianas ”
